Machine Responsible For 


Large Armaments Must 
Be Destroyed 
LONDON. May 5.—The allies for- 


mally called upon Germany today to 
pay her war indemnity in full and to 
meet all the other demands of the 
treaty of Versailles on the penalty of 
military invasion. 


The allied ultimatum was signed by 


the allied statesmen attending the su- 
preme council at 10 o'clock and one 
hour later was delivered to Dr. St. 
Hanier. the German Ambassador to 
England. The ultimatum will expire 
kt midnight May 11. 


The supreme council adjourned at 


10:30 o'clock after the terms of the 
reparations commission had been for- 
mally approved. 


"We are in complete agreement,** 


said Premier Briand of Prance, as he 
left Xo. 10 Downlng-st after the meet- 
Ing was held. 


Germany's total bill *i finally 


agreed on by the reparations commit- 
tee is 135.000.000.000 gold marks. 


A separate document setting forth 


the various statements in Germany's 
war damage bill will be presented to 
the Germans in Paris either tonight 
or tomorrow. It will be presented by 
the reparations commission.
